I will also thank you to inform me of the average number of melts that are made 
by the Taylor crucible. I will state that the Phoenix Manufacturing Company have entered a 
vigorous protest to the Department, both in the Bureau and with the Secretary, against the award 
for crucibles being given to Taylor & Sons, in which they state that they are prepared to furnish a 
bond, and guarantee their crucibles equal in every respect. 

I notice in the awards made by the Superintendent of the New York Assay Office that 
while the crucibles are awarded to one company, the stirrers and dippers are awarded to another, 
both in each case being the lowest bidder for the article. 

Upon a comparison of the bids of Merchant and Company, and Taylor, I find that the 
former offers to furnish 1,000 rings at 60 cents, while Taylor asks 85 cents.
